Armin Wachter, operator of 
the drug store, was confronted 
by three armed men wearing 
stocking masks who ordered 
five customers in the store to 
keep their eyes fixed on the 
floor. After taking the con- 
tents of two cash registers, the 
robbers forced Wachter to open 
a safe. When it proved to be 
empty, the proprietor was 
forced to reveal the hiding 
place of three cigar boxes con- 
taining an undetermined 
amount of money. 

Police were told the escape 
car was driven by a woman. 

Today police arrested Mrs. 
Joan Casey, 23 years old, who 
was identified by officers as the 
woman who drove the car for 
the robbers. . Warrants charg- 
ing her with first-degree rob- 
bery, assault with a deadly 
weapon and operating an auto- 
mobile withoute thec owner’s 
consent were issued by the cir- 
cuit attorney’s office. 

After scooping up the cigar 
boxes, a revolver and an auto- 
matic shotgun, all belonging to 
Wachter, the three robbers ran 
to a waiting car and were driv- 
en north on Ninth by the wom- 
an driver. 

The car turned west into 
Russell boulevard, then north 
in Tenth street to Geyer 
avenue where it was recog- 
nized from the broadcast des- 
cription by Detective Seat. 
Bernard Durnin and Detective 
James King, . 

Durnin and King gave chase, 
but as they approached the 
fleeing car, the robbers broke 
out the rear window and fired 
several shots from the shot- 
gun they had stolen. Neither 
of the officers was hit. They 
did not return the fire because 
of fear of shooting someone in 
another automobile in the 
heavy traffic. 

Going west in Geyer, the 
getaway car managed to get 
through the intersection of 
Geyer, Twelfth street and the 
Third Street Expressway but 
the police were held up by the 
traffic and automatic lights 
and lost sight of the car.

DR. BURNEY CITES 
SMOG AS CAUSE 


(OF LUNG CANCER 


Surgeon General Says 
Evidence Mounts — 
Urges Move on Air 
Pollution,

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18 — 
Increasing evidence points to 
pollution of the air as a cause 
of lung cancer, Dr. Leroy E. 
Burney, United States Surgeon 
General, said today. 


Speaking at the opening of a 
three-day national conference 
on air pollution, Dr. Burney 
cited studies of cancer inci- 
dence as an example of cur- 
rent research on the effects of 
air pollution. 


“We know that cancer-pro- 
ducing agents are in the air 
we breathe,” he said. “Can- 
cers can be produced in ani- 
mails using concentrates of 
urban smog. We know that 
lung cancer death rates in the 
largest cities are twice as high 
as those in non-urban areas. 
The case has not been proved, 
but the weight of circumstan- 
tial evidence grows heavier as 
research progresses. 


“In law, the suspect is inno- 
cent until his guilt has been 
proved beyond reasonable 
doubt,” he said. “In the pro- 
tection of human health, such 
absolute proof often comes 


disaster, or at least to suffer 
unnecessarily through long pe- 
riods of time.” 


Epidemics and Filth. 
Dr. Burney pointed out that 
a relation between epidemics 
and filth had been seen long 
before anyone had seen a germ 
or identified specific causes of 


| epidemie diseases. 


Another speaker, Dr. Chaun- 
cey D. Leake, assistant dean 
of the College of Medicine at 
Ohio State University, said 
the exhaust from automobiles 
and trucks was as responsible 
_as cigarettes for the growing 
rate of lung cancer. 
| Air pollution in earlier times 

was caused mainly by the 
_burning of coal in homes and 
_industrial plants, Dr. Leake 


| said, But scientific studies now | 


show half of air pollution 
‘comes from engine exhaust. 
“In addition to eye and rés- 
piratory irritation, the increas- 
ing incidence of lung cancer 
is quite as referable to in- 
creased city auto traffic ex- 
hausts as to cigarettes,” he 


said. 

Noting that automobiles and 
trucks in Seattle alone dump 
100 tons of hydrocarbons, more 
than 300 tons of nitrogen diox- 
ide and four tons of sulphur 
dioxide into the city’s air every 
day, he asked:

Gore’s suggestion came as 
the Administration found itself 
not only deadlocked with the 
Soviet Union at Geneva but 
also facing increasingly vocal 
misgivings at home over the 
wisdom of entering into any 
agreement to suspend all 
atomic tests. The misgivings 
are centered at this point in 
the Joint Congressional Com- 
mittee on Atomic Energy—~of 
which Gore its a member—and 
the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion. 

Suspicious of Soviet Aim. 
' Within the committee and 
commission there is a belief 
that the Soviet objective in | 
seeking.an atomic test bar is 
to “weaken United States de- 
terrent strength, particularly 
by stopping development of 
small, tactical weapons. There 
also are doubts about the capa- 
bility of a proposed inspection 
system—agreed upon by East- 
West technical experts last 
summer—to detect small un- 
dérground explosions or clande- 
stine tests in space.

TAUTION URGED 
INREFORMING 
US. AGENCIES 


Advisory Panel Warns 
House Unit Against 
Transferring Func- 
tions to Courts. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 18 
(AP)—Congress was cautioned 
today against trying to reform 
Government regulatory com- 
missions by transferring their 
judicial functions to the fed- 
eral courts. 

The advice came in testi- 
mony prepared for the House 
Legislative Oversight subcom- 
mittee. This group interrupted 
its investigation of federal 
agencies to hear the legislative 
proposals of a panel of lawyers 
and law professors. 

First question to be dis- 
cussed by the panel was, 
“Should the clearly judicial 


{ functions of the administrative 


agencies be divorced from 
them and lodged with the fed- 
eral courts?” 


No, said Joseph Zwerdling, 
counsel for the Federal Power 
Commission. He acknowledged 
the subcommittee had disclosed 
examples of powerful outside 
pressures in efforts to influ- 
ence agency decisions. But he 
said a proposal to set up a 
special administrative court to 
take over certain case work 
now handled by the regulatory 
agencies might result essen- 
tially only in a change of 
labels. 

Such a court, he argued, 
would have to be specialized 
and distinct from the regular 
court system. 

Zwerdling said he does not 
see how transferring 
judicial agency proceedings to 
this kind of tribunal “can 
dramatically change the in- 
herent nature of a complicated, 
seriously contested . .. case.” 


He also said he did not see 
“how it can provide the needed 
procedural reforms and im- 
provements” any more effec- 
tively than could be done, with 
prodding, under the preesnt 
system. 


Zwerdling advocated improv- 
ing the status and pay of hear- 
ing examiners who act as trial 
judges for the agencies, and 
protecting them from outside 
pressures. He said they should 
be looked to for the prelimi- 
nary decisions in virtually all 
cases, rather than leaving the 
decision right from the start 
to a board or commission. 

Robert W. Ginnane, a mem- 
ber of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission legal staff, told the 
subcommittee only a limited 
number of agency functions 
could be transferred to what he 
called “an already burdened 
federal judiciary.”

RUSSIA CHARGES 
1S, USES BERL

Berlin Since 1955 — 
Defectors Produced. 


BERLIN, Nov. 18 (UPI)—The 
Russians accused the United 
States today of violating the 
four-power status of Berlin by 
using it as a base for agitation 
against the Communist world. 

At their first press confer- 
ence here since June 1955, the 
Russians said that United 
States cold war activity in the 
city was a danger to peace and 
to all humanity “and must be 
stopped.”

Two Russians who defected 
to the West and then returned 
to the East were produced be- 
fore 100 newsmen. They testi- 
fied they had been victims of 
American-backed anti-Soviet 
organizations. , 

A deserter identified as a 
Lt. I. W. Ovechinikov, in a 
statement obviously prepared 
for him, said American- 
financed underground organ- 
izations in West Berlin vio- 
lated the Potsdam agreement 
and the city’s four -power 
status. 

The other defector was W. S. 
Iljniski, a circug performer, 
He told a similar story. 

Points developed at the con- 
ference brought no direct 
threats against the Western po- 
sition in the city nor did they 
refer to Soviet Premier Khru- 
shchew’s demand that the four- 
power occupation of Berlin be 
ended.

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LIBERALS WARN 
OF COMPROMISE 
ON FILIBUSTERS 


By a Washington Correspond 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18— 
Leaders of a bi-partisan lib- 
eral bloc in the Senate urged 
their supporters today to stand 
fifm against a_ projected 
Southern compromise in the 
forthcoming struggle over new 
. to curb filibusters. 

e so-called compromise is 
bine quietly advanced by 
Senator Lyndon B. Johnson of 
Téxas, leader of the Demo- 
cratic ority in the upper 
house, and Senator Richard B. 
Russell of Georgia, the leading 
spokesman for Southern Dem- 
ocrats. The compromise is 
said to envision a Senate rule 
change to permit shutting off 
a filibuster by two-thirds vote 
of the Senators present, in- 
stead of two-thirds of the 
entire membership, as _ is 
presently required. 

The liberal leaders today 
warned proponents of civil 
rights not to be “taken in” 
or “trapped” by the compro- 
mise plan, asserting that "sim- 
ple two-thirds” cloture will not 


stop filibusters against civil | 


rights bills. 
Statements By Four. 


The call to the anti-filibuster | 


forces came from Republican | 
Senators Jacob K. Javits of 
New York and Clifford P. Case 
of; New Jersey, and Senators | 
Paul H. Douglas of [Illinois | 
and Hubert H. Humphrey of 
Minnesota, Democrats. Javits 
and Case issued a joint state- | 
ment calling for “meaningful | 
and effective” tightening of the | 
curb on filibusters at the open- | 
ing of Congress Jan. 7. | 


Douglas and Humphrey, also | 
in a joint statement which ap- 
peared to be co-ordinated with 
the Javits-Case pronounce- 
ment, appealed to the 13 new 
Democratic Senators elected 
Nov. 4 to recognize the “fatal 
weaknesses of the publicized 
compromise” and expressed 
hope they would “stand firm 
for a change that will be ef- 
fective in perm’tting the Sen- 
ate, after full debate, to come 
to a vote.” 


Douglas is author of pro- 
posed change in Senate Rule 
22, governing debate, which he 
hopes to introduce at the out- 
set of the session if the fili- 
buster foes weather prelimin- 
ary parliamentary skirmishes. 


The Douglas proposal, sup- 
ported by Javits, Case and 
Humphrey, would provide clos- 
ing of debate by an affirmative 
vote of two-thirds of the Sen- 
ators present and voting two 
days after filing of a cloture 
petition by 16 Senators. It also 
would provide for shutting off 
debate by a majority vote of 
the Senate membership 15 days 
“after the filing of the cloture 
petition. It would permit each 
Senator to speak for one more 
hour, even after the cloture was 
voted. 


Scrapping of Theory. 


Douglas would scrap the 
theory that the Senate is a 
“continuing body” whose rules | 
carry over automatically from 
one session to another. In oper- | 
ation, this practice brings into 
play a section of Rule 22 which 
bars a cloture vote on debate 
on the question of changing the 
rules except by unanimous con- 
sent. 


In their letter to the new 
Senators, Douglas and Hum- 
phrey said that the compro- | 
mise “is apparently the new 
prepared line of retreat for) 
the protectors of the fili- 
buster.” 


“No plea for illusory party 
unity,” they went on, “which 
surrenders the principle of 
majority rule in the Senate 
adopted by the Democratic 
platforms of 1952 and 1956 
should be allowed to prevail,” 
they said. 


As for the compromise pro- | 
posal for simple two-thirds | 
cloture, Douglas and Hum- 
phrey cited votes on filibusters | 
in the Senate going back 20 
years which, they said, demon- | 
strated it had not been possible 
to obtain the affirmative sup- 
port of two-thirds of the Sen- 
ators present to limit debate 
and come to a vote on any civil | | 
rights measure. They said that | 
Senate attendance on any cru- | 
cial civil rights measure tends | 


PROTEST DISRUPTS 
TAXICAB SERVICE 
AT TWO HOTELS 


Taxicab service from the 
Chase and Park Plaza hotels 
was interrupted for several 
hours today following the in- 
auguration of a new plan under 
which only two cab firms would 
be permitted to pick up pas- 
sengers at the hotels. 

In protest against the ar- 
rangement, drivers of 10 firms 
that customarily operate at the 
hotels refused to pick up pas- 
sengers there. Drivers 
Mound City Yellow Cab Co. 
Laclede Cab Co., the firms that 
were to have exclusive pickup 
privileges, joined in the re- 
fusal. 

After meetings of represent- 
atives of the hotels, cab firms 
and the Teamsters’ Union, 
service was restored under the 
previous system in effect. Un- 
der this, a driver of any cab 
firm may pick up passangers 
by taking his turn in a line of 
waiting cabs. 

While service was inter- 
rupted, a number of hotel 
guests were required to carry 
their luggage to a _ taxicab 
stand about a block from the 
hotels. A spokesman for the 
hotels said all cabs would be 
allowed to operate at the 
hotels “while we try to work 
out some answers.”

Telephone inquiries will 
not be accepted, but persons 
who cannot appear in person 
should send ‘a letter addressed 
to the District Director, In- 
ternal Revenue Service, Refund 
Section, at the Federal Build- 
ing. The letter should be signed 
by the taxpayer and, in case of 
joint returns, by both taxpay- 
ers to permit handwriting com- 
parison.

Producing in Three Shifts 

Here’s something George Ber- 
nard Shaw said: “We have no 
more right to consume happiness 
without producing it than to con- 
sume wealth without producing 
it.”

This will be a bank with a difference. It 
will lend not only money, but technical as- 
sistance. It will not be controlled by the 
United States; its lending policy will be re- 
gionally-controlied. It will use other curren- 
cies as well as dollars. 


Unlike the World Bank and Export-Import 
Bank, which are controlled by the United 
States, it will not attach so many strings to 
its loans. The Exim bank, for example, re- 
quires that all loan proceeds must be spent 
in the United States, while the World Bank 
requires government guarantees for loans to 
private enterprise. Neither of the existing 
banks encourages loans to governments where 
private capital may be available—as in the 
case of petroleum. 

Oil is a particularly touchy subject in 
hemisphere relations. The Latin Americans 
often tend to resist foreign oil exploitation 
as a sign of colonialism or imperialism. Thus 
Argentina, Brazil and Mexico maintain na- 
tional oil monopolies. At the same time, 
United States policy is to encourage private 
enterprise; neither the State Department nor 
our larger oil companies have been eager to 
deal with government firms. Hence some re- 
publics lose currency for oil imports though 
oil lies under their own lands. 


This is an example of the kind of impasse 
which a regional bank should help to bridge. 
Its loans would not be based on political con- 
siderations, but on the economic health of 
the recipients. In the long run, the project 
of the Committee of 21 ought to strengthen 
the Good Neighbor policy against economic 
crises yet to come. 


Two Wrongs and the FCC 


So far in the case of George C. McCon- 
naughey, former chairman of the Federal 
Communications Commission, no one stands 
in a good light. Certainly the House investi- 
gating subcommittee had no business spread- 
ing the rumors that Mr. McConnaughey had 
asked for $50,000 for his vote in the Pitts- 
burgh Channel 4 television award. If the 
investigators had no evidence or no prospect 
of evidence to support a charge so scandalous, 
they should have heard the reports in execu- 
tive session only. Mr. McConnaughey, what- 
ever his faults may be, should not be forced 
to deny publicly before a congressional sub- 
committee charges that are only hearsay, It 
was to be hoped that after some of this 
over-reaching last spring, Chairman Harris 
and his associates would be more caréful when 
they resumed their investigation. 


But Mr. McConnaughey himself offended 
the proprieties on the other side when as 
chairman of the FCC he had lunch with Earl 
F. Reed, president of Television City. At 
the time Mr. Reed met the FCC chairman on 
this basis of friendliness if not intimacy, the 
Television City application was pending be- 
fore the FCC. This put the federal official in 
the embarrassing position of hearing Mr.

First Convince the Air Force 


Senator Lyndon Johnson made an impres- 
sive showing of national unity when he ap- 
peared before the General Assembly to plead 
for a United Nations venture in outer space. 
He pledged support not only of the Senate 
majority which he leads, but of the entire 
membership of Congress, for the internation- 
alization of space exploration. His voice un- 
doubtedly added much strength to the Ameri- 
can-sponsored resolution, supported by 19 
other nations, for the appointment of a com- 
mittee to study and promote international 
co-operation in space. 

That resolution deserves to pass just as the 
Soviet-sponsored resolution should be defeat- 
ed. The Communists, by tying the space 
question into a nuclear test ban and the issue 
of foreign bases, have made it clear that they 
are interested mainly in propaganda. The 
Western resolution at least avoids those stale 
disarmament disputes. which the Soviets seek 
to renew. , 

But just how serious is the United States 
itself in proposing the international space ef- 
fort which Senator Johnson so eloquently 
espoused? This is a good question to ask, 
and Senator Johnson might find it a good 
question to answer through the use of his 
powers as chairman of the Senate space 
committee. 3 

Is the Air Force, for example, ready with- 
out delay to abandon its moon shots and let 
the U.N. make them instead? Is the Army 
ready to give up its own plans for circling 
the moon or ultimately putting a man. in 
space? Is the new National Aeronautics and 
Space Agency, which is arousing so much 
bitterness in the military services by its ef- 
forts to recruit technical staff, ready to trans- 
fer a large part of its work to a United Na- 
tions agency? . 

‘We rather doubt, that the enthusiasm for 
international space exploration would be as 
strong at these operating levels as they are 
at Senator Johnson’s policy level. Yet it is 

rhaps more important that the Air Force 
be persuaded than that Congress be per- 
suaded, We commend this project to Senator

DEAR MRS. POST: When taking leave, does the host- 
ess, or the guest, hold out her hand first to say goodby? Do 
you think a guest could be offended if a hostess held out 
her hand first, of don’t you think it matters? 


Answer: It is not important, although I can see 
how it might matter to someone. For example, a 
visitor who had very sensitive feelings might get 
the impression, if her hostess held out her hand 
when she got up to leave, that she was being hur- 
ried off. As a matter of fact, if a hostess wanted 
very much to end a meeting this would be the only 
method she could use short of telling someone to 
go. Therefore, it might, after all, be better to ad- 
vise a hostess to wait when a formal visitor is 
taking leave so as not to run the risk of hurting 
her feelings.

South-of-Border Visit 


ANN ARBOR, Mich., Nov. 18. 

LAST WEDNESDAY, the first of my two-day visit to 
Mexico City, I finally got to bed at 1 a.m. the following 
morning, much latér than my usual retiring hour. But it 
seems to be the custom in Mexico to stay up late at night 
and to get up early in the morning. Our Ambassador, Rob- 
ert C. Hill, told me that the Embassy staff is at the office 
between 8 and 8:30 every morning, so on Thursday morn- 
ing they gathered on the lawn and I greeted them at 8:30. 
By 9 o'clock I was on my way to see an old friend, the 
present Foreign Minister, Padillo Nervo, and this was a 
pleasure for me, but my visit had to be brief. 

Then the Youth Aliyah Committee escorted me 

to a very fine Jewish school for youngsters, which 

has classes from kindergarten through high school. 

There are several such schools in Mexico City, for 

there is a big Jewish community there. Representa- 

tives from all the other schools were on hand and 

we had a stirring ceremony in the courtyard where 

a few of the school bands played. I raised their 

flag and they saluted it. Then a group of girls 

gave a charming musical dance drill. 

By 11 a.m. we reached the National University of Mex- 
ico, which is largely Government-supported, but is never- 
theless a free and autonomous university with colleges of 
engineering, medicine, law and other schools. 

The rector of the university, Dr. Nabor Carrillo, is a 
most interesting and able man who has just successfully 
lived through a student strike directed against the local bus 
line. The students had captured 300 of the busses and 
parked them on the university grounds. Under the Mexican 
Constitution these grounds may not be entered by either 
police or soldiers, and so it was moral authority that finally 
persuaded the students to return the busses to the bus com- 
pany and try to settle their differences in a different way. 
The strike is against the threat of a raised bus fare, even 
though the students are exempted from the increase. 

This must have seemed a rather threatening 
challenge to the university administration, for un- 
til Dr. Carrillo took office the university had had 
no head who remained in office much over a year, 
and now there has been continuity in the control — 
of the university for over six years. 

So, you see why I say the rector is an exceptional and 
interesting man, He also is a scientist of internationa 
repute. 

Next I went with George Wise to call on the newly 
elected President, Adolfo Lopez Mateos, who takes office 
on Dec. 1. Mrs. Hill, our Ambassador’s wife, joined me 
and we had an interesting talk with the President-elect. 

On the way back to the Embassy, I laid a 
wreath on the monument to the young boys who 

died in Mexico’s fight for freedom. I was told I 

was the second American to do this; President Tru- 

man was the only other American who has paid his 
respects at this monument. 

After a short rest at the Embassy, Ambassador and 


receive many Americans, many representatives from other 
nations, and many Mexicans. It was a brilliant and very 
‘delightful reception, and here I again met the wife of the 
Mayor of Monterrey. She had been so kind to us when my 
husband and I were there years ago, and her interpreter 
was the same one who interpreted for us on that. visit.
